BUY HORSES NOW. 

E believe the saying that “the time to buy 

is when others want to sell” is as true to- 
day as it was when originated a long, long time 
ago. There are, for one reason and another, nu- 
merous persons wanting to sell Thoroughbred 
horses, and THE BLOOD-HorsE feels that it should 
advise those who want Thoroughbred horses for 
racing, or for various other uses to which they 
are put nowadays, to buy at the E. J. Tranter 
sale, which is being held the first four days of 
this week, at Lexington, and at the dispersal of 
Rogers Caldwell’s Brentwood Hall Stud, on the 
road between Nashville and Grasslands, Tennes- 
see, Friday, December 5, and at the Rancocas 
Stud’s making-room sale at Squadron A. Armo- 
ry, New York City, Thursday, December 11. 

The Brentwood Hall dispersal sale is under the 

direction of Christopher J. Fitzgerald. The Ran- 
cocas Stud sale is under the auspices of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company, of which E. J. Tranter 
is president. 


The captains of industry and finance and the 
trained observers of the nation’s affairs tell us 
that another and greater era of prosperity is 
“just around the corner.” We believe these fore- 
«casters know whereof they prophesy, and so we 


are, to use the vernacular, stringing along with 
them. 

If the promised prosperity is near, by which we 
would take it to mean the next 12 to 18 months, 
investments in good individuals by winning sires 
and from fashionable female lines will pay better 
dividends than anything THE BLOOD-HORSE knows 
of at the present time. 

So, we would again impress our readers, es- 
pecially those who have money that can be 
spared, or who can arrange for credit, that there 
is less of a gamble in buying Thoroughbreds now 
than in buying other animals, materials or com- 
modities, and unmistakably less than in buying 
stocks—even the good stocks. 


THE ELIMINATION PROBLEM. 

N the eve of the Lexington sales, beginning 

Monday, November 17, the horsemen pro- 
moting the attempt to create a fund for dispos- 
ing of undesirable breeding stock were not at all 
sure whether the fund would be sufficient to be- 
gin operating at this auction. If the amount of 
money subscribed and collected becomes large 
enough by the opening of the sales, Monday 
might, there may be a number purchased and dis- 
posed of later to persons who are willing to buy 
the stock minus pedigrees. 

Last week, while the plans were in prepara- 
tion, it was apparent that the axiom, “Many men, 
many minds,” is nowhere more true than in the 
business of raising and racing Thoroughbreds. 
Most of the horsemen who disclosed their views 
to THE BLOOD-HORSE had widely differing notions 
regarding the amount needed, the manner of its 
collection and use, and the disposition of the 
horses bought. 

Some breeders were of the opinion that a re- 
volving fund of $100,000 should be provided, and 
‘that at the end of each year the losses from the 
fund should be replaced so as to bring the amount 
up to $100,000 again. Others insisted that the 
fund should begin to operate as soon as $15,000 
or $20,000 was available. Some favored the plan 
of having breeders pay amounts into the fund 
in proportion to the number of mares owned; 
others immediately pointed out the impractica- 
bility of this method. But no matter what other 
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points were subject for disagreement, the breed- 
ers were unanimous in the opinion that some- 
thing ought to be done to rid the breeding in- 
dustry of those horses which are likely to pro- 
duce nothing but horses worthless for racing pur- 
poses. 


Under such a condition, THE BLOOD-HORSE feels 
that it will not materially hasten progress of the 
movement by recommending specific measures. 
It does urge upon all concerned that the fund be 
brought into use immediately; that certain of 
the cheaper animals at the Tranter sale this week 
be purchased and disposed of without pedigrees; 
and that thereafter the fund be built up, used, 
replenished and manipulated on a scale large 
enough to cut down materially the numbers of 
worthless horses on the American Turf. 


The use of the fund at the Tranter sale is de- 
pendent, of course, upon the money being in 
hand by the time the sale is on. Fred A. For- 
sythe, secretary of the Thoroughbred Horse Asso- 
ciation, is of the opinion that buying ought to 
commence this week, if as much as $10,000 or 
$15,000 can be got together to start with. He 
‘would purchase, say 100 or fewer horses, at an 
average of about $100 each. He would dispose 
of these as soon as possible, without going too 
far afield for the market, at as small a loss as 
possible. He would then have definite figures to 
offer to horsemen in the solicitation of further 
contributions. Estimates could be made with 
considerable accuracy of the amount of benefit 
to be derived in proportion to the amount of ex- 
penditure. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE must agree with Mr. For- 
sythe, and with P. T. Chinn, J. O. Keene and 
others of the group who are in favor of immedi- 
ate action. Speed, if it be not precipitate, is bet- 
ter than longer deliberation, because of the pat- 
ent fact that the necessity for elimination of 
worthless horses is just now pressing harder upon 
breeders and all others concerned with racing 
than has been the case for several years. This 
pressure of necessity will bring more cooperation 
than hours of argument would effect in more 
prosperous times. Furthermore, the price of a 
bottom-class Thoroughbred is close to the price 
the same Thoroughbred wouid bring minus his 
pedigree—much closer than under ordinary busi- 
ness conditions. The loss, therefore, to be in- 
curred in buying and reselling the horses now is 
much less than usual. It appears to be a time 
to take by the forelock. 


The buying of poor broodstock and disposing 
of it in such a manner that it passes out of the 
American Stud Book and loses its eligibility for 
registration is an excellent way to remedy the 
present overproduction. It is a blow at the 
source of an evil. But the present movement 
should have ramifications in other fields to make

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it doubly effective. Track owners and managers 
must be called upon to cooperate, to raise the 
minimum of their claiming races, to foster in 
every way possible the ownership of good horses, 
and to leave off encouragement of those owners. 
and trainers who carry profitless animals in 
their stables and then, after standing losses on 
the horses for two or three years, become embit- 
tered against the secretary unless he can pro- 
gram a race which will allow old Fall-on-His- 
Face to win a purse. 

Another phase of the problem will be the find- 
ing of markets for the horses purchased. The 
Jersey Act, barring from the General Stud Book 
several of the best American strains, has been 
effective in cutting off foreign markets for 
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American Thoroughbreds, whereas England can 
and does dump much of her most worthless stock 
in all the corners of the earth. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE believes that this discrimi- 
nation can be overcome to a degree and that 
there are South American countries where Thor- 
oughbreds from the United States could be sold 
on their merits. Possibly the Thoroughbred 
Horse Association and those who cooperate in 
this incipient elimination movement may be in- 
strumental in seeking out this new market and in 
satisfying the needs of other markets. 

But let us start first, and ramify later. 


ANOTHER PUNISHED. 


NGLISH racing authorities continue active in 
the work of preventing the drugging of 
horses. W. J. Gale, former head lad to the late 
Herbert Lines, and a trainer in a small way for 
less than a year at Lewes, whither he went from 
Newmarket, has been “warned off Newmarket 
Heath,” because a drug had been administered 
to the horse Tyrano. Gale testified that he had 
given the horse a quinine tonic because of a 
cough. The practice of making tests of the saliva 
of horses racing at various tracks continues. It 
has been. made known that the tests of saliva and 
sweat taken from Hot Bun after winning the 
Duke of York Handicap at Kempton Park, Octo- 
ber 11, showed negative, which is to say no trace 
of dope. Officials of the Jockey Club are set to 
break up the doping of horses, which is only an 
occasional thing in England, it appears. It is 
devoutly to be hoped that officials of racing in 
America will rid the Turf of this shameful, 
damnable thing that has come to be equivalent to 
a rule of procedure with many trainers, who, with- 
out “hop” would never get a horse into the win- 
ner’s ring at even the sorriest of race meetings. . 


APPRAISING GRASSLANDS. 
ILLIAM WOODARD, president of the Na- 
tional Fox Hunters’ Association, visited 
Grasslands, private hunting and sporting reserva- 
tion of a group of American sportsmen, located 
at Gallatin, Tenn., a few days ago, and came back 
to Lexington with this verdict: 

“It is the best hunting territory I know of in 
the United States.” 

Mr. Woodard believes the men interested in 
the project could not have found a better place 
with more natural advantages, and he is positive 
they could not have found in America a better 
man to manage the undertaking than John Gour- 
lay. “It was a great place,” he said, “and Mr. 
Gourlay has made it perfect.” 

Mr. Woodard quoted the statements of some of 
the Englishmen present who said that Grasslands 
had more natural advantages as the site of a 
steeplechase course than does Aintree, the great 
English course, after which it was patterned. 


Chief of these advantages is the fact that one 
may stand on a ridge to one side of the course 
and watch the entire 414 miles of the Grasslands 
International Steeplechase, which is to be run 
there December 6. 

Word from the New York office of the Grass- 
lands foundation is to the effect that 11 entries 
have now been received for the International 
Steeplechase, to which a purse of $5,000 and a 
cup given by the King of Spain, have been added. 
The most recent nominations are Mrs. T. W. 
Durant’s Barleycorn and Frederic H. Bontecou’s 
Kindred. Nominations close December 1. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE here expresses the hope that 
this group of fine sportsmen will be rewarded 
and encouraged by a great concourse of people to 
witness this inauguration of what is intended to 
become a great annual international event. 


WATER ON THE TRACK. 

ACING one day of the Leopardstown meet- 

ing, says The Irish Field (Dublin), “had 
to be abandoned because on the stretch along- 
side the railway station there was a _ sheet 
of water nearly 200 yards in extent in parts al- 
most three feet deep.” In the old days at New- 
port (Kentucky) Frank Fowler didn’t let a little 
thing like backwater from the flooded Licking 
River overflowing the homestretch to a depth of 
two or three feet, interfere with his race meet- 
ing. Horses splashed right through it, but the 
stableboys were careful to catch as many of the 
big buffalo and catfish as possible before racing 
time in order to lessen the likelihood of a spill 
by some horse’s stepping on one of the scaly, 
finny fellows. 


TANFORAN’S NAME. 

ORIBIO TANFORAN stood in with the Span- 

ish king in the old days in California, and the 
king gave him a grant of many square miles of 
land on the peninsula side of San Francisco Bay. 
When Prince Poniatowski enlisted the help of 
several of California’s rich men to build a race 
track in that vicinity back in the eighteen-nine- 
ties, they chose to call it by the name of the 
original grantee of the land on which the track 
stands.

Lap that is held in the same high public es- 
teem Gallant Fox enjoys in this country. He was 
the best 3-year-old performer south of the Line 
last year and this season is sweeping everything 
before him. His most recent winning effort came 
in the Melbourne Cup, a handicap of two miles 
which is in its sixty-ninth year and generally ac- 
credited with being the world’s leading handicap 
race. According to dispatches from Australia, 
Phar Lap ruled an overwhelming choice and car- 
ried 138 pounds, top weight. Australian Turfites 
acclaim Phar Lap, a 4-year-old gelding by Night 
Raid, the very best horse to have appeared in the 
commonwealth since the days of their beloved 
Old Jack (Carbine). 

Racing over big distance and with high weights 
up is the forte of the Australian racer. The 
Thoroughbreds in that land of Kangaroos and 
“Never Never” have been trained and raced in 
that fashion for generations and the result is 
that Australia is producing the hardest stayers 
and weight carriers to be found anywhere. The 
best thing that could happen to Thoroughbred 
horse breeding in America would be for some en- 
terprising breeder or breeders to import some 
real high-class Australian horses to this coun- 
try for stud duty. An enormous expense would 
attend the shipping, but the importer would like- 
ly be well repaid in later years.

ESIDES being the premier broadcaster of im- 
portant racing events and the author of in- 
teresting racing literature by the volumes, Clem 
McCarthy can and has acted as auctioneer, han- 
dicapper, clerk of the scales, presiding steward 
and racing secretary.

¢¢D HUM,” get in line, I saw it first. “Roamer” 
recently made a mighty attempt to ridi- 
cule friend “Salvator” on the dope subject. He, 
“Roamer,” is, of course, correct where he says 
that doping and hopping horses are two widely 
different things. They are, as different as could 
be imagined, but it has become the practice, al- 
beit a poor one, to refer to all forms and man- 
ner of “drug store preps” as dope. In truth, dope 
has, as “Roamer” points out, a tendency to slow 
its victims up both mentally and physically 
whereas hop acts in direct contrast. 

“Roamer’s” weapons are blunt, for he would 
have us believe that hop has no more ill effect 
on a horse than intoxication does on humans. 
There is about as much difference in the formulas 
they are administering to horses nowadays and 
whiskey, bad as it is, as there is in a bolt of 
lightning and the ordinary electric light current. 
These stimulants are as ruinous to horses as dope 
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is to humans, and anyone who has observed a 
true dope addict as he wastes away to a very 
premature death can vouch that he is a wreck 
physically and mentally. 


To begin with, the stuff is rank poison, and 
who can say that frequent quantities of poison 
aren’t very apt to work harm in horse as well 
as human. “Roamer” seems to take especial de- 
light in making cases against “Salvator,” and 
heretofore he has not taken occasion to do so 
without some solid facts to work on; their harm- 
less little debates proving highly entertaining, 
but this time, as “Roamer’s” audience sees it, he 
is trying to “laugh down” the sage from Lake 
Michigan’s shores with none of his customary 
good logic. As an attentive bystander, I beg to 
suggest to “Roamer” that he first equip himself 
with an assortment of sound arguments before 
attacking “Salvator” or anyone else in their es- 
Says on anti-dope, or, as he prefers, anti-hop. 
He'll need them.

OMETHING or somebody has certainly sunk 

the spurs into the officials at Latonia. They 
did take some long strides in the direction of 
ridding the meet of the undesirables and nothing 
with the slightest semblance of foul play gets 
by them unpunished and in a manner that should 
prove effective. They caught the miscreants, 
several of them, off their guard during the first 
few days of their greatly accelerated activity and 
those who escaped are growing chary. I hope 
they never regain their composure until they 
have gotten every last one of the double-dyed 
villians who are posing as honest trainers and 
jockeys. This sudden rampage of the officials 
at Latonia is very laudable and it is earnestly to 
be hoped that they will maintain their present 
high-powered sense of duty.

PINACH gave further evidence of his good 

staying qualities when he annexed the win- 
ner’s portion of the Riggs Handicap, which is 
over the mile and one-half route and carries a 
value of $25,000 added. As was the case in the 
Latonia Championship, there wasn’t much back 
of him, but he did all that could have been ex- 
pected of him. Trainer Clyde Phillips has worked 
wonders in this son of Sir Martin. Spinach is 
inclined to be weedy and a poor-doing sort and it 
requires real skill to accomplish so much with his 
type. Next to the Futurity, the Riggs was the 
main attraction of the centennial meeting at the 
hilltop course. The race is gaining prestige with 
each succeeding season and is coming to be re- 
garded as one of the foremost 3-year-old fixtures 


in the country.

P to the Durnell “entrenchments” on Long- 

field Avenue, just outside the pale of 
Churchill Downs, the other afternoon and there 
spent several pleasant hours in talking horse with 
the most widely known trainer of Thoroughbreds 
in the world. 


I am a very attentive listener to the obliging 
“Boots” and learn something new about horses 
each time I trespass upon his property and en- 
gage him in one of those lengthy cross-examina- 
tions with which we key-punchers are so expert 
at winding noted horsemen. ‘Old Rosebud” isn’t 
one of those persons who flatters himself that he 
“knows it all,” far from it, but he has a deep- 
rooted desire to learn as much as possible about 
horses, Thoroughbreds, to be exact, and he knows 
of no one more versed in the subject than Mr. 
Durnell, a man who trained and raced horses with 


great success in practically every land in the 
world to which the type is known—the United 
States, Canada, England, France, South America, 
Roumania, et al. 


All the horses in the Durnell-trained band, 43 
head, of which number nearly all are yearlings, 
appear to be in the best of health and enjoying 
life very much in their costly surroundings. The 
yearlings are a rugged lot and have been broken 
nicely and a surprisingly large number of them 
have shown very good speed in their trials, 
though Mr. Durnell is not one to ask his young 
charges for any real speed, having learned by 
much experience that it doesn’t pay to allow 
them to step too fast, let alone having them rid- 
den out in their trials, as is the custom in some 
quarters. 


The yearling sister to Insco continues to rule 
the roost among the budding racers quartered at 
the two Louisville tracks. But there are several 
others in the stable which give much promise of 
developing into really classy juveniles 


The bay son of Pennant—Sis Martin is another 
of which much is expected. Then there is a 
handsome chestnut colt by Bunting—vVertical 
which has shown he can step in his trials. <A colt 
by the up-and-coming sire, Transmute, and out 
of Mission Bells, looks the part to run all day, 
a true son of his sire in appearance. Incidental- 
ly, this Transmute is one of those Whitney-bred 
horses. A son of Broomstick and the Tracery 
mare, Traverse, he has a perfect right to be the 
sire of many such classy tools as Erin and Com- 
muter. This Mission Bells colt is the best-looking 
member of his tribe to date. The chestnut son 
of Upset-—-Polycenda looks almost identically as 
Misstep did at the same age; color, conformation, 
markings and all. Like all the get of Upset, he 
has a lot of speed and is very liberal with it. 


The older horses in the establishment, notably 
Insco, Foreign Exchange and Briar Hawk, are 
wintering well. The aforementioned trio are let- 
ting down and filling out as every racer should 
between his second and third year. Insco, of 
course, is the main reliance of the outfit in the 
Kentucky Derby and other rich 3-year-old fixtures 
to be decided next season. Mr. Durnell is san- 
quine that the son of *Sir Gallahad III will prove 
the outstanding 3-year-old of next season, also 
that he would have been winner of the Futurity 
at Belmont had he not met with a mishap in 
training. 

“Boots” also is certain that in Foreign Ex- 
change he is training an animal that will yet 
prove to the racing world that he is one of the 
classiest performers extant. Foreign Exchange 
had some training misfortunes early in the sum- 
mer which cut short what appeared a highly 
promising campaign. However, the troubles have 
been eliminated at this time in a manner that 
makes it practically a certainty there will be no 
recurrence of the mischief and Mr. Durnell is 
holding him as second-string in the Derby bow. 
Indeed, for all anyone knows, he may prove the 
chief candidate from the establishment by next 
May. He always could run just as swiftly as 
Insco and is perhaps an even better mudder. I 
saw him beat his more highly regarded stable- 
mate in a trial over the five-furlongs route at 
the Downs last spring in the dazzlingly fast time 
of :59 3-5. No telling how good Foreign Ex- 
change is and I am inclined to agree with his 
trainer that he will take ranking among the best 
3-year-olds next spring. He is more like his sire, 
*Epinard, than any of the get of that wonderful 
individual. On the distaff side, Foreign Exchange 
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comes of the family that gave racing the illus- 
trious mare Artful, so there is nothing to cavil 
upon there. 

Brier Hawk is a bay 2-year-old son of *Sun 
Briar—*Hawkshead, by Swynford, and is a 
product of Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Court Manor 
Stud, in Virginia. Mr. Kilmer disposed of him 
at the yearling sales at Saratoga in 1929. Brier 
‘Hawk was tried highly and was then laid by be- 
cause of his growthiness. He is known to have 
the speed of the wind and is bred to go on. He 
gets his electric speed from his sire and whatever 
degree of staying qualities he has through Swyn- 
ford. 

The prospects are, indeed, bright for the year 
1931 being one of many more successes for the 
Durnell-trained racers. 

IDDING on the contract of the recently de- 
veloped jockey, Eugene James, has been quite 
brisk for some weeks past, but the news that 
Joseph Leiter was the buyer came as a surprise. 
It was whispered about that James would soon 
be riding in the colors of either Stuyvesant Pea- 
body or John Marsch. At any rate, when Mr. 
Leiter secured the services of the season’s star 
apprentice, he assured himself of getting a real 
ride for his money. The amount for which he 
obtained the papers has not been divulged, but it 
is known to have been in excess of $12,500 and 
probably was in the neighborhood of $15,000, of 
which sum the Louisville lad’s parents, perhaps, 

received a substantial share. 

* * 
ROM Jack P. Chinn comes word that he has 
lost the handsome chestnut weanling by 
Pillory—Blaze II (bred like Reigh Count) through 
ailments sustained in an unavoidable accident. 
‘The loss of this upstanding youngster was a hard 
blow to his young owner-breeder. He was ex- 
ceptionally well-bred and was strongly reminis- 
cent: of Reigh Count in appearance. The colt 
‘would very likely have sold for a sizeable sum at 
the Spa yearling mart next year, as he was one 
to attract attention anywhere. Jack Chinn is a 
nephew of Col. Phil T. Chinn and right here and 
now “Old Rosebud” is warning the uncle that he 
will have to “step on it” if he is to keep ahead 
of his kinsman. Jack is a very hard worker, a 
keen student of bloodlines and is versed in every 
angle of the Thoroughbred breeding industry. He 
inherits the never-say-die spirit of his grand- 
father and simply cannot be kept down. Mark my 
words, Jack P. Chinn is destined to eclipse even 
the accomplishments of his far-famed uncle in 

the Thoroughbred breeding world.

THE PEN. 

N page 1334 of THE BLOOD-HoRSE for the week 

ending November 8 appears an account of 
The Pen’s victory in the Cambridgeshire Stakes 
at one mile and an eighth, at Newmarket, Octo- 
ber 29, together with the pedigree of this unusual 
brown 3-year-old daughter of the Sunstar horse, 
Cygnus, out of the double Bend Or mare, Kil- 
brona. On the first cover page of this issue ap- 
pears a picture of The Pen, taken by Mr. Rouch. 
We publish elsewhere a picture, also, by Mr. 
Rouch, of Mrs. Martin Hartigan, owner of the 
filly’s racing qualities, she being trained by the 
owner’s husband. Mrs. Hartigan is a daughter of 
the late George Edwardes, to whose turquoise 
colors she succeeded. Her horses have been suc- 
cessful in many minor races, but this is the first 
triumph for her in an important event. The

cabled statement that The Pen won at odds of 
129 to 1 was a mistake. The totalizator odds 
worked out at 6314 to 1 and the bookmakers laid 
50 to 1. The Pen was bred by Captain H. Dixon 
and was foaled on May 16. Her dam, Kilbrona, 
is a sister to the good stayer Kilbroney. They 
come from the No. 2 family. Martin Hartigan, 
on behalf of F. W. Morley, bought the filly as a 
yearling at the Messrs. Goff’s sales in August, at 
Dublin, for $1,000, and in his name she won as 
a 2-year-old. Before starting this year, she was 
leased to Mrs. Hartigan, and the filly has now 
won four races worth all told $16,555. 


MR. DAWKINS TO RETIRE. 

Thomas F. Dawkins, handicapper to the 
Jockey Club in England, and considered to have 
been “best since the late Admiral Rous” has de- 
cided to retire, and the Jockey Club has an- 
nounced the appointment of Arthur Fawcett as 
his successor. Prior to 1912 the handicapping, 
after Admiral Rous, was done by a committee of 
three, of which Mr. Dawkins was one. Since 
1912 he has done it alone, and he has agreed to 
continue until after the Ascot spring meeting next 
year. He told the Jockey Club officials that 
“after 32 years of handicapping,” he feels that 
he can “do with a rest.” 


RACE FOR ENGLISH JOCKEY HONORS. 
Between October 16 and 29, Gordon Richards 
rode 55 consecutive losers and when at last he 
rode Tea Party II to victory in the Scarbrough 
Stakes at Newmarket he had ridden 112 winners 
for the year, against Fred Fox’s 121. The next 
day Richards rode two winners and Fox rode one, 
ag was eight ahead of Richards on Octo- 
r 30. 


FRED WINTER TO TRAIN. 

Fred Winter, who before the war was the 
Kaiser’s jockey in Germany, later with F. Harti- 
gan’s stable in England, and recently released 
from his contract by Sol Joel, has been granted 
license to train. He took over Brendensbury at 
Epsom on November 10 as his headquarters and 
has started with six horses, the property of H. 
Collins and of Wallace Alderson. 
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CANADIAN DATES FOR 1931. 


HORNCLIFE PARK, instead of Woodbine, 
will open the Canadian racing season next 
year. It will be the first time in the history of 
the Canadian Racing Association that Woodbine 
Park has failed to open the season. Woodbine, 
as usual, will be the last track in the association 
to hold a meeting The tentative schedule of 
dates was drawn up at meeting held October 31. 
Dorval, which has been racing under the C. R. A. 
rules, had no representative at the meeting, and 
will not ask for dates on the association schedule. 
The owners of the Montreal course have indi- 
cated that they may not announce dates for 
next year. The C. R. A. dates follow:

Thorncliffe Park—May 13-May 20. 
Woodbine Park—-May 23-May 30. 
Connaught Park—-June 3-June 10. 
Blue Bonnets—June 13-June 20. 
Hamilton—June 24-July 1. 
Fort Erie—July 4-July 11.

Hamilton—July 28-August 4. 
Fort Erie—August 6§-August 13. 
Connaught Park—Auzust 15-August 22. 
Biue Bonnets—-August 29-September 5. 
Thorncliffe Park—-September 12-September 19. 
Woodbine—September 26-October 3. 


AMERICAN OWNER SCORES DOUBLE, 


W. M. G. Singer, American owner, won two 
races at Liverpool November 5, the Becher 
Steeplechase with Kakushin, the favorite, and 
the Liverpool St. Leger with Rameses II. It was 
The Aga Khan’s Cesarewitch winner, Ut Majeur, 
which ran second to Rameses II in the St. Leger, 
beaten a short head, with Knight of Lorn half 
a length farther back. Rameses II was 8 to 1 
in the betting, Ut Majeur 1 to 5. Gib, sensation 
of last winter’s jumping season, was second to 
Kakushin, beaten six lengths, and Dixie was 
third, only a head behind Gib. 


PIONEERING CLAIMED. 


At Greenford, England, October 9, six ladies, 
members of the Greenford Amateur Trotting 
Horse Drivers’ Club, participated in a race a 
condition of which was that the drivers should 
be women. Miss Byron, driving an American 
pacer, Volo Jay, was the winner. During the 
war she was engaged in the Army Remount De- 
partment and is capable with horses. The Sport- 
ing Life (London), in heralding the event, ex- 
claims: “Once again the women of this country 
have been the pioneers of another’ sporting 
adventure.” We are asking The Horse Review 
(Chicago), best of the journals of the trotting 
sport, to confirm this claim. 


WE HAVEN’T FOUND IT SO. 

Thus wails The Irish Field (Dublin): “Of all 
the wearisome tasks which fall to the lot of 
sporting journalists that of the compilation of 
racing statistics is about the worst. It is posi- 
tively a soul-destroying job.” 


LORD DERBY’S APPEAL IS DENIED. 

Lord Derby asked the Newmarket area Assess- 
ment Committee to derate farm buildings used 
for Thoroughbred horses. When the committee 
denied the request, the matter was appealed to 
the Rating Appeals Committee of the West Suf- 
folk Quarter Sessions. Here it also was denicd, 
this committee finding that “the buildings were 
used solely for the breeding of bloodstock, and 
that was not an agricultural operation.” Counsel 


for Lord Derby announced that appeal to a 
higher court would be made. Lord Glanely, S. 
B. Joel and other noted English breeders and 
owners had made similar appeals. 


TOO BIG TO BE HANDLED. 


The English Betting Control Board has an- 
nounced abandonment of its practice permitting 
“daily doubles” by post (mail). Persons away 
from the courses sent in so many of what in this 
country would be called “two-horse parlays” that 
they were becoming too big to be handled by the 
totalizator employees. The order therefore now 
is that ‘doubles’ can only be made by persons 
at the race courses. 


BRUMEUX JOCKEY CLUB CUP WINNER. 


A. K. Macomber’s Brumeux, five years old, son of 
Teddy and La Brume, won the 2!4, miles Jockey 
Club Cup from Sir C. Hyde’s Baytown and J. B. 
Joel’s Friendship, at Newmarket, October 30. 
Only three started. The same day the Dewhurst 
Stakes was run, and the winner was the favorite, 
Sam Grey. Cap of Maintenance was second and 
Pomme d’Api third in the field of eight. The dis- 
tance was seven furlongs. 


GROOMER’S VIEWS. 


A correspondent signing as “Groomer” tells 
The Evening Sun (London) that he does not 
think England’s “classic animals are her best 
race horses.”’ He believes the “standard and gen- 
eral efficiency of the classic animals,’’ has been 
lowered by their early retirement from the Turf, 
and he believes that their “owners have been 
careful as possible to prevent their suffering de- 
feat through a minimum of racing, with the sole 
object of obtaining big stud fees.’’ He thinks 
that the lowering of prices for yearlings, as at 
Doncaster, will influence a drop in the stud fees 
to such extent that the “owners of classic per- 
formers will attempt to make money through the 
more pleasing medium of racing.” 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


Owner Frederick J. Benson died suddenly at 
his home in London last month. 

H. Leach, member of a family of horsemen, 
will quit riding and go to training. 

Mr. Jinks, winner of the Two Thousand Guineas 
of 1929, has been retired to the stud in Ireland. 

Fred Fox and Gordon Richards are staging a 
close duel for riding leadership in England. They 
hay 108 winners each on October 7. 

Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort is getting Soloptic, 
winner of the Irish One Thousand Guineas and 
Oaks, ready for the Cambridgeshire. She has 
been hard to train. 


Billy Daniels, who won the Grand National in 
1887 on Gamecock, died at the age of 82. He 
used to tell proudly that he sold Fred Archer the 
first pony Archer owned. 

Sir Alfred Butt, who registered his racing 
colors in 1920 and won his first race five years 
later, plans to reduce his stable by selling some 
of his horses at Newmarket. 

The Daily Telegraph (London) suggests that 
‘if the stewards of the Jockey Club should ever 
decide to issue license to train to women, a step 
that might lead to some embarrassment, it is 
certain Miss Norah Wilmot would be made the 
first recipient.” Miss Wilmot is given credit for 
the successful management of the stable trained 
in the name of her father, Sir George Wilmot. 
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LEADING MONEY-WINNING MARES 


DITH CAVELL raced under the colors of her 

breeder and owner, Walter M. Jeffords, at 
two, three, four and five years old, earned 
$69,329, and was a stakes winner each season. 
She defeated some of the best distance runners 
of her day, and truly merits an outstanding 
place as a race mare. She started 44 times in 
the four seasons, winning 10 races, was 10 times 
second and six times third, being unplaced 18 
times. 

At two she won three races and was thrice 
second, including her victory in the Astoria 
Stakes and her second in Beldame Handicap. 
Her best racing season was at three, when she 
won five races, four times second and once third 
from 14 starts. She won the Coaching Club 
American Oaks, Latonia Oaks, and the Pimlico 
Cup Handicap (setting a new track record of 
3:52 1-5 for the two and one-quarter miles, beat- 
ind Crusader, Princess Doreen and The Crown). 
At three she was also second in Gazelle Stakes 
and Jerome Handicap and third in Twin City 
Handicap. At four she won only one race, the 
Bowie Handicap (1% miles) defeating Display 
and others, and she was second to Chance Play 
in the Havre de Grace Cup Handicap and third 
to Display and Handy Mandy in the Pimlico 
Cup Handicap. At five she won only one race, 
the Pimlico Cup Handicap, a second time, defeat- 
ing Display, Hydromel, etc., and ran the distance 
in 3:53, within four-fifths of a second of the 
track record she made as a 3-year-old. At five 
she was also third in the Saratoga Handicap and 
Bowie Handicap. 

Edith Cavell is sister to Florence Nightingale, 
winner of the Coaching Club American Oaks, etc. 
The Nurse, their dam, also produced the winners 
Youneed (Union Stakes), and Normal and the 
producers Spoonful and Watchful Waiting, dam 
of Frank McMahon. The Nurse was sister to the 
stakes winners Sticker and Penobscot and half- 
sister to Miss Kearney, winner and dam of ten 
winners, including Zev (second largest money- 
winner), Neddam, War Mask, Triple Crown, etc. 
This is the family of Domino, Lady Reel, Ham- 
burg, Yankee, Correction, War Dance, etc. Edith 
Cavell is now in foal to Bubbling Over.

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BARNESDALE FARM 


By Cuas. A. HATTON. 


URSUANT of the writer’s policy to “begin 
at the beginning,” it was in the middle of a 
really beautiful forenoon not long ago that he 
clambered into what is left of a perfectly good 
roadster and accelerated from the heart of Ken- 
tucky’s largest city toward the Barnesdale Farm 
of George V. Barnes, musing along the way that 
he was indeed fortunate in having secured an 
appointment with Mr. Barnes on so lovely a 
morning, for whereas it had been quite cold and 
unfavorable to tramping about farms for sev- 
eral preceding days, this one saw a bright sun 
and a blue sky and enough warmth in the air to 
make the farm inspecting business very good. 
The way led first to St. Matthews, where it 
branched off suddenly on the first road to the 
left and continued to the Brownsboro Road. A 
right turn at this juncture and careful driving 
for about three miles will bring one directly upon 
Barnesdale Farm. As at most the farms the 
writer has visited in this vicinity, there is a tree- 
shaded lane of about a quarter of a mile leading 
to the Barnes residence, which is a large, im- 
posing structure of attractive architecture, two 
stories and an attic high, and situated atop a 
rather steep incline. Almost at first glance I 
noticed that it was a frame house and very large. 
Maneuvering the “ramblin’ wreck” into position 
beside the handsome abode, I burst in upon the 
household as decorously as possible and almost 
immediately was taken into custody by Mr. 
Barnes. The home is beautifully furnished in 
every detail and a tribute to somebody’s excel- 
lent taste, Mrs. Barnes’. I suspect. An accom- 
plished authoress is Mrs. Bornes, and a charm- 
ing young lady. = 
ABUNDANT WATER AND SHADE 


Within a space of a few minutes, mv host and 
I were started on our tour of inspection which 
took us first along a private road leading from 
the house back through the farm to a highway 
bounding the canbaeeiens on the south. Along- 
side the road a short distance to the rear of the 
house is a large spring-fed pool through which 
the water flows continuously. It is used as a 
bathing-pool during the summer months. It has 
a depth of about five or six feet and is cool and 
reflects all above it like a mirror. Just across 
the road was a paddock of about three acres 
through which not one, but several, of the many 
spring-fed streams on Barnesdale Farm wend 
their way. The beds of these streams are kept 
free of fallen branches, leaves, etc., and they 
furnish very good water for the horses. Indeed, 
it’ is good and safe drinking for anybody. This 
paddock is typical of the rest at Barnesdale. It 
has a number of large, shady trees and the grass 
is bright and of the sort that horses thrive on 
and relish most. Its fencing is of the usual post 
and rail variety and is creosoted. While creo- 
soted fences aren’t quite so attractive, perhaps, 
against the green of the grass as are white 
fences, they are the best and last much longer. 

The sole equine occupant of this perfect pad- 
dock was a well-made brown colt, a yearling, by 
United Verde—Gammer Gurton. This youngster 
is very like his sire in coat color and conforma- 
tion. He is of good size, splendid bone and very 
hard to fault. He looks the part of a sure-fire 
race horse. 

Retracing our steps a short distance and turn- 
ing down a road to the left of the house, we 
walked toward the stabling quarters of the 


horses. By the time the barn was reached I had 
fathomed that Mr. Barnes was a very good talk- 
er, well versed in horse lore, that he knows breed- 
ing and is a good judge of a horse, all of which 
served to strengthen your servant’s high regard 
for the gentleman. Mr. Barnes is middle-aged, 
a tall, straight, athletic figure. He lives at his 
Barnesdale Farm for all the world like an Eng- 
lish laird. Which reminds me that there are 
three cottages on the farm for the workmen. 

The barn is painted cream and has a red, tin 
roof. It is approximately 100 feet long and 50 
feet in width. There are many windows, one to 
each box around it and the entrances are four 
in number, there being two large double-doors on 
either side, one at the south end and a smaller 
door at the north. Just outside is a large corn- 
crib, having a concrete base and a well built load- 
ing chute, one of the few the writer has seen on 
Thoroughbred breeding farms. Upon entering 
the barn, one is immediately aware of the ample 
light and air afforded its occupants. It is equip- 
ped with the usual conveniences, including elec- 
tric lights and spring water from faucets. There 
is a wide aisle running in both directions of the 
barn, which has 20 boxes ranging in size from 14 
by 15 to 20 by 20. The boxes are equipped with 
sliding doors, which, like the sides facing the in- 
side of the barn, are boarded about half-way up 
and have the usual wooden strips continuing on 
to the roof. Above is a large loft. M 

The only Thoroughbreds in the barn were the 
young mare, Whiskarrow, and the sire, United 
Verde. Whiskarrow is a chestnut mare, 5, by 
Whiskaway—Arrowpoint, by Handsel, and as yet 
she hasn’t been bred. Whiskarrow is a nice type 
of mare and was a winner. She is rather lengthy 
and short-legged, which type is quite well known 
to English breeders. 

. UNITED VERDE IN FINE HEALTH ' 

United Verde appeared in perfect health. He 
is a 16-hand brown stallion and will weigh well 
over 1,100 pounds. United Verde was a stakes 
winner of many races, including the Bashford 
Manor Stakes, the Ben Ali and Camden Handi- 
caps, and several others at New Orleans. 

He is horse patterned more on the accepted 
sprinting order than for staying, but as a matter 
of fact he could run as far as the next. United 
Verde is 12 years of age and a scion of the No. 
4 family. He is by Golden Maxim—Yankee 
Tree, by Yankee—Deviltree, by Top Gallant— 
Imp, by Wagner and is own brother to the suc- 
cessful racer and young sire King Gorin II. Per- 
haps the most impressive thing about his breed- 
ing is his descent from the famous Imp, a race 
mare the like of which old timers will tell you 
hasn’t been seen by the present generation of 
racegoers. 

United Verde’s opportunities at stud have been 
limited, but he has already sired several very 
useful animals and considering his age, individu- 
ality, class and breeding, it isn’t too much to ex- 
pect that he may yet make a name for himself 
as a sire of the first water. He stamps his get 
most admirably and the majority of them resem- 
ble him no little in conformation. Whenever a 
sire does that, he may also be expected to repro- 
duce himself, in which case United Verde will 
have sired a first-class race horse, make no mis- 
takes about that. His groom came along in a 
- aes and led him out to his-spacious pad- 

ock. 

The remainder of the Thoroughbreds at the 
farm were already turned out. Mr. Barnes be- 
lieves in giving his horses plenty to eat. Nor is 
he afraid to allow them plenty of freedom in 
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their paddocks. He tells me that the horses are 
kept out just as long as the weather will permit. 
There are seven paddocks on Barnesdale Farm 
and they cover 154 acres, the remaining 81 acres 
being cultivated to grow corn and hay. 

In one of the paddocks, that nearest the barn, 
were the yearling fillies, four in number, and a 
stronger, more robust looking lot one never saw. 
There was a bay filly by United Verde—Sonia, 
a chestnut filly by United Verde—Arrowpoint 
(half-sister to Whiskarrow), a chestnut filly by 
United Verde—Beljoy, and a brown filly by 
Whiskaway—Midnight Rose. I liked the filly out 
of Arrowpoint best of the lot, but there was hard- 
ly anything to choose her on except a fancy. The 
Midnight Rose filly is a very quick one and, 
though a bit on the small side, should run. Her 
dam was a little mare and one that won many a 
race in the colors of Walter Kohn. Then there 
was another yearling, a colt by United Verde— 
Megan, that looked like a corking good race 
horse. He is much like his daddy and is own 
brother to Copper Son. 


In another paddock were the weanlings, num- 
bering three; a chestnut filly by Whiskaway— 
Gammer Gurton; a chestnut filly by United 
Verde—Beljoy, and a bay colt by In Memoriam— 
Cynthia Grey. The colt is much like Pitts- 
burgher, the good In Memoriam colt which flies 
the colors of Theodore E. Mueller. He is on the 
leg and appears the sort to grow very tall. The 
most taking of the weanlings, I thought, was the 
filly out of Gammer Gurton. She isn’t quite as 
large as either of the others, but has the very 
large quarters and the depth through the heart I 
like so well. 


WHISKAWAY AT LEXINGTON 


In a very large paddock on the other side of 
the road leading from the entrance were the 
mares, a really nice collection. The group was 
made up of Arrowpoint, chestnut, 13, by Handsel 
—Axis (bred to Whiskaway); Gammer Gurton, 
chestnut, 11, by Von Tromp—Balerian (bred to 
Whiskaway); Megan, black, 10, by Hessian— 
Met Mexican (bred to Whiskaway); Cynthia 
Grey, brown, 6, by Rickety—Army Maid (bred to 
For Fair); Beljoy, chestnut, 12, by Calgary—San 
Amm (bred to United Verde), and Sonia, 23, by 
Cunard—Ella Smith (bred to United Verde). 
The mares are winners and several of them are 
the dams of winners. 


Standing at W. C. Goodloe’s farm, near Lex- 
ington, Ky., Mr. Barnes has his only other sire, 
Whiskaway, a horse which in his day was one of 
the best in the country and was noted for his elec- 
tric speed. He is a chestnut, 11, by Whisk Broom 
II—Inaugural, by *Voter, and this season is rep- 
resented by the juvenile winners, Concord (stakes 
winner), Brussels, Dr. Louis Hamman, Witch 
Way, and Ima Dreamer. Another of his get, 
Whiskarm, won at the last Downs meeting from 
a fair band of platers. Among Whiskaway’s win- 
ning races was the Kentucky Special at one mile 
and three sixteenths at Latonia, in which he beat 
Thibodaux and the until then undefeated Morvich 
at level weights (126 pounds) in 2:02 4-5. 

By the time all the horses had been seen it 
was well into the afternoon and the writer, not 
wishing to “wear his welcome out,” made his de- 
parture. In closing I want to say that there are 
other regions of Kentucky more famed in song 
and story for their adaption to the breeding and 
rearing of the Thoroughbred, but I entertain cer- 
tain doubts that any of these celebrated sections 
can boast one Thoroughbred breeding establish- 
ment with more natural advantages than are to

be found at the Barnesdale Farm of one George 
V. Barnes, located six miles from Louisville. 


DEATH OF GEORGE H. DOLL. 


As the result of an ailment of the heart, which 
became acute at the time of his arrival in Lon- 
don in August, George H:» Doll, 61, died at his 
home in Baltimore, November 11, his wife and 
no children surviving. Mr. Doll had for many 
years been an employee of Col. E. R. Bradley, 
and when the Master of Idle Hour Stock Farm 
bought control of the New Orleans Fair Grounds 
he placed Mr. Doll in charge of the pari-mutuels. 
He was very proficient in this work, and when 
the present ownership of Arlington Park was 
created Mr. Doll was placed in control of the mu- 
tuels at that great plant. At the close of the 
meeting at Arlington Park last August 2, Mr. 
Doll was commissioned by the Arlington Park 
Jockey Club to go to England, investigate the 
construction and operation of the totalizator and 
make recommendations concerning its adoption 
at the great Chicago racing ground. Mr. Doll be- 
came very ill almost immediately. The physi- 
cians who attended him advised that he return 
to the United States and that he take a long 
rest. When he reached his home in Baltimore, 
his physicians put him to bed with instructions 
that he should not attempt to get up and about 
within 90 days. That was in September. He 
failed to improve and his demise was not sur- 
prising to those who knew his condition. He was 
a very efficient man, and one who was well liked 
by all who knew him. The men who worked un- 
der him were all very fond of him and deeply 
regret his passing. It is quite likely that Ernie 
White will fill the vacancy at the New Orleans 
Fair Grounds during the meeting which is to 
open January 1. 


For one day’s racing at Latonia (Monday, No- 
vember 10), 124 would-be starters were excluded 
from the entries, 50 in the first race, 40 in the 
second, 34 in the seventh. There is argument 
for elimination. 
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BRENTWOOD HALL DISPERSAL 


OGERS CALDWELL’S entire Thoroughbred 

holdings, consisting of 74 horses, will be sold 
at a dispersal sale at Mr. Caldwell’s Brentwood 
Hall, six miles from Nashville, Tenn., on Friday, 
December 5, beginning at 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. Announcement to this effect came last week 
from C. J. FitzGerald, of New York, who will be 
in charge of the sale. George A. Bain, of Lex- 
ington, will be the auctioneer. 


Chief of the offerings from Brentwood Hall will 
be *Hourless, head of the stud, and Lady Broad- 
cast, 4-year-old daughter of Messenger and 
*Couscous, one of the fastest and most successful 
race mares of recent years. *Hourless, winner 
of the Juvenile, Grand Union Hotel, Annapolis, 
Withers and Belmont Stakes and the Eastern 
Shore and Southampton Handicaps, as well as a 
match race with *Omar Khayyam at Laurel (144 
miles in 2:02), and disqualified after winning 
the Nursery Handicap at two, was one of Amer- 
ica’s great race horses. Mr. Caldwell purchased 
him out of the Belmont dispersal in 1925 and 
sent him to Tennessee to head the stud at Brent- 
wood Hall. He has sired numerous winners, in- 
cluding Lucky Hour (by Ferole or *Hourless), 
Missionary and Mike Hall, high class winners. 
The son of *Negofol and Hour Glass II is now 
only 16 years old, and probably has many years 
of usefulness ahead of him. 


Mr. Caldwell also purchased the well bred mara 
*Couscous at the Belmont dispersal. She was 
then in foal to Messenger, and the foal, born in 
1926, under the name of Lady Broadcast, has be- 
come one of the leading mares of the present 
generation of horses. Capable of extreme speed, 
she won the Devonshire Champion Stakes at three 
and this year has won the Chicago Business 
Men's, Lincoln and Marquette Handicaps. Her 
victories were scored over many of the leading 
handicap horses of the country. She is now sound 
and will be a valuable racing tool for next year, 
if her next owner decides to train her. She will 
be even more valuable as a broodmare. 


Mr. Caldwell had the misfortune to lose *Cous- 
cous, but he has a number of other good mares, 
including: Martin Bird, by Sir Martin; Colfin, by 
The Finn; *Blackflight, by Black Jester; Mirac- 
ulous, by Superman; Colores, by *Spanish 
Prince II; Lady Loose, by Pebbles; Lady Lynn, 
by *Omar Khayyam; Lady Boss, by Manager 
Waite; Killala, by *The Curragh; Springtime, by 
Clifford; *Hopscotch, by Flint Rock; Little Allie, 
by *Alibi; Spinning Wheel, by The Finn; Jacque- 
line, by Sir John Johnson; Capsize, by Upset; 
Tuscany, by *Rock Sand; *Plumet, by Bachelor’s 
Double; Hell Rock, by Trap Rock; Chronometer, 
by On Watch; Paint Rock, by Trap Rock; *La 
Marne IX, by Ramrod. 

Since this is an absolute dispersal and not a 
weeding-out sale, it follows that all horses owned 
by Mr. Caldwell will be sold, and this includes 
weanlings, yearlings and the racing string, which 
in addition to Lady Broadcast embraces the 2- 
year-olds Stone Martin, Truxton, Pleasure Bound, 
Grasslands, Mark Time, Trotwood, Clover Bot- 
tom, Sewing Girl, Wild Child, La Fille and Hot 
Rock. 

The sale will be held the day prior to the in- 
auguration of the Grasslands Internation Steeple- 
chase, and will be at Brentwood Hall, Mr. Cald- 
well’s home place, six miles from Nashville on 
the road to Grasslands. It is expected that rep- 
resentative sportsmen from various parts of the 
United States and Canada, as well as some from 


England, will be present for the baptism of this 
new Grasslands course. Mr. Caldwell, one of the 
prime movers in the establishment of Grasslands, 
has been producing horses of the hunting type 
for some time and many of these will pass under 
Mr. Bain’s hammer. 

Mr. FitzGerald went from New York to Nash- 
vills last week to make arrangements for the 
sale, and came from Nashville to Lexington. 
While in Tennessee he inspected the stock at the 
Caldwell farm and declared himself to be much 
pleased with it. He was especially pleased with 
the breeding record shown by *Hourless since he 
has been in Mr. Caldwell’s possession and with 
the yearlings and weanlings by him. 


“This is going to afford one of the greatest op- 
portunities in recent years in America to obtain 
strictly high class bloodstock,” he declared.

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THE M. H. B. A. SHOW

ORSEFLESH is even more important than 
politics in Maryland these days. With the 
bugle about to blow for the first race at Pimlico, 
the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association met on 
November 3 in the Worthington Valley to display 
to each other their contributions to the propaga- 
tion of the Thoroughbred and the half-bred horse. 
The 12 classes drew 100 or more entries of ex- 
ceedingly good quality, and left no doubt in the 
mind of any one present that the breeders here 
are in dead earnest. And what is more, that 

they know what they are doing. 

This was but their second show, the first one 
having been held a year ago at the Timonium 
Fair Grounds near Baltimore; and since I did not 
see it, I readily take the word of several people 
who say that this one far surpassed the first. 
Somehow the absence of undue formality and the 
lack of commercialism about the proceedings, 
added to the nearness of that famous Maryland 
Hunt Cup Race course, the opening of Pimlico, 
just a few miles away, the interest and ability 
displayed by several children in handling their 
entries, and even the beauty of the country 
around us—all these things helped to create an 
atmosphere which pleased me more than any- 
thing I have seen in a long time. And it’s not 
out of place I think, to suggest that visitors from 
other states who come here in the spring for the 
running of the Maryland Hunt Cup should come 
back at this time of the year too, for there are 
few places as beautiful as the Worthington Val- 
ley, with trees bright colored. 


If pride in a project be a factor toward success 
I predict a happy future for the breeders of the 
Thoroughbred in Maryland. With the four major 
race courses and most of the half-mile tracks 
sponsoring approximately 30 races a season for 
Maryland-bred horses exclusively; with the 
awarding of a prize of $250 to the breeder of a 
Maryland winner of an overnight event, and $500 
to the breeder of a Maryland winner of a stakes 
event; with every newspaper of any importance 
calling attention to the Maryland-breds on every 
day’s card, and backing their owners; and with 
the breeders putting on an annual show such as 
they did last Monday, I feel positive that it will 
be but a matter of a short time before Maryland’s 
contribution to the production of great Thorough- 
breds will be something more pregnant than cher- 
ished memories. 


Janon Fisher, Jr., of Eccleston, won the trophy 
given by Leslie E. Keiffer for the breeder who 
took the most ribbons for horses bred by him- 
self. Honors for second place went jointly to 
Mrs. C. W. Williams, of Glyndon, and Sylvester 
W. Labrot, of Annapolis. The judge was that 
well-known figure in show ring and hunting cir- 
cles, Dr. A. C. Randolph, of Bluemont, Virginia. 

Mr. Fisher won the half-bred class for 2-year- 
olds with a bay gelding by Vice-Chairman—Black 
Death; then took first and second places in the 
Thoroughbred weanling class, the first place go- 
ing to a brown filly by Bostonian—Cassandra, 
and the second place to a chestnut colt by Mere 
Play—Maria Rappold.

As usual the center of the ring was a very busy 
place, with the judge, the committee members, 
and newspaper men in a mixed huddle. My cas- 
ual interest in them suddenly became fastened 
on a thin, wavering spiral of pipe smoke which 
rose from their very midst. There was a familiar 
twist to it, and just as I was trying to see the 
owner of the pipe to which it belonged I heard 
a stern-voiced committeeman call: ‘Everyone 
will please move back so that Mr. Sutcliffe can 
get the picture as he wants it.” The crowd 
moved back respectfully and there was Sutty, a 
grave and business like Sutty—‘‘Sutty the Artist’ 
indeed. There was a faint click, and another 
artistic record had been caught for sporting pos- 
terity. 

Business over, Mr. Sutcliffe graciously joined 
the spectators at the fence; and after having 
touched upon all the gossip of Lexington and the 
Iroquois Hunt he reluctantly condescended to 
tell me everything worthy of mention about the 
present condition of that ‘‘marvelous, 1,200-pound 
hunter, Susie Sutcliffe.’ (Another authority on 
Susie says that she is in splendid condition in 
spite of her two years’ Lexington residence.) 
He warmed to that subject, but sometime later 
said dismally, “I am completely demoralized. I 
just wish I had my hands on the friend who in- 
sisted that Maryland is as warm as Kentucky.” 
He buttoned up his light overcoat and wandered 


off dismally, the smoke spiral hanging low about 


him. 

I saw him later, however, and he felt better. 
He confided to me that in Maryland there was 
no need for an overcoat. The most warming 
things are used internally. 


PROGRESS IN TEXAS 


T. WAGGONER is making progress in his 

e efforts to convert Texas to racing. Last 
year he and his sons promoted, at their own ex- 
pense, a 10-day meeting. The total attendance 
was 53,462. This year they gave a nine-day meet- 
ing, November 1 to 11, and the attendance was 
81,208. On one day, Wednesday, November 5, 
the attendance was 18,813. Mr. Waggoner saw 
to it that people came to the racing at his Ar- 
lington Downs course, saw that they were well 
entertained when they were there, that the news- 
papers knew and told how many were there. 
Texas newspapers gave many columns of space to 
the meeting, gave it front-page and inside 
“spreads” and went to great pains generally to 
show the public what excellent sport it was. Miss 
Bess Stephenson, of the Fort Worth Record-Tele- 
gram, wrote the races daily and contributed a 
number of interesting features, one of which 
explained the vernacular of the race track so that 
Texans would know -the difference between a 
plater and a pedigree. An interview was pub- 
lished, in which Col. Phil T. Chinn was quoted, 
that Texas is the “greatest state of them all for 
the breeding of Thoroughbreds.” Mr. Waggoner 


had his $200,000 worth of yearlings paraded on 
the first day, and later in the meeting Houghton 
Brownlee’s 10 yearlings were shown. Colonel 
Chinn and Mary Garden, the singer, were among 
those who were heard over the radio. Miss Gar- 
den said that Arlington Downs was “wonderful, 
divine.”” Three stakes were run and six races 
given daily, except on two days, when the pro- 
gram consisted of seven races. Texas breeders 
met and decided to continue the Texas Breeders’ 
Futurity, the first running of which was seen at 
the Arlington Downs meeting. All in all, it was 
an extremely favorable impression which the bet- 
less meeting of the Waggoners made upon the 
state of Texas. 


TEXAS-BRED HORSES RACE. 


A race representing a pioneer attempt to fos- 
ter and encourage the breeding of Thoroughbreds 
in Texas was run at Arlington Downs, November 
6, the first running of the Texas Breeders’ Futu- 
rity, six furlongs, $2,500 guaranteed, for 2-year- 
olds, foaled and owned in the state. Aunt Deb 
(119), running for the estate of I. E. Clark, was 
the winner, defeating Laura Negley (119) by a 
length and a half, with Fan Air (119) third, and 
Wild Party (119) fourth. Others running were 
Pridie (112), Virginia White (119) and Csarisa

THIRD ORPHANS’ DAY RACE MEETING. 


RULY all roads lead to Lexington this week, 
for what with the third annual one-day race 
meeting of the Idle Hour Fair Association for 
the benefit of orphans in Kentucky institutions, 
on Monday afternoon, and the sales of Thorough- 
breds under auspices of E. J. Tranter occupying 
Monday evening and the next three afternoons 
and evenings, there is much for the attention of 
persons identified with the Turf in its several 
branches in various parts of the country. As 
THE BLOOD-HORSE goes to press (a day earlier 
than usual in order to have copies for distribu- 
tion at Idle Hour Farm's big party for the parent- 
less kiddies Monday afternoon) there are many 
hundreds of people from other points in the city. 
Col. E. R. Bradley, through whose thoughtful- 
ness and generosity this entertainment for the 
orphans has become an institution in which there 
is widespread interest, came to Idle Hour Farm 
from Maryland last Wednesday evening to join 
his brother, John R. Bradley, who had preceded 
him by several days from Colorado. The host and 
his brother assisted Manager Barry Shannon with 
the closing arrangements for the entertainment 
and everything is complete. 

The rain of last week made the track very wet, 
but it dried out rapidly Saturday and Sunday, 
and with fair skies on Monday it will be slow, 
approaching good, the forecast being for fair 
weather. 


The card of six races presages excellent sport. 
The Orphanage Stakes for 2-year-olds, Futurity 
course (170 feet less than 6 furlongs), to be 
raced in two divisions, each carrying $5,000 and 
a silver plate, are the features. Don Leon, win- 
ner of the Queen City Handicap at Latonia Sat- 
urday, is top weight in the second division, which 
has 12 entries, and Back Log, his former rival, 
is top weight of the first division, in which there 
are 13 named to start, as follows:

This will be the first time that a stakes event 
has been run in two divisions with duplication of 
the original value to each division since the 
Pimlico Futurity in 1922. W. S. Kilmer’s Sally’s

Bradley’s Blossom Time (dam of Blue Larkspur) 
won the other, she having been saddled for the 
race by Barry Shannon. 

Vice-President Charles Curtis, writing from 
Washington, advised Colonel Bradley that he had 
found, much to his regret, that he would not be 
able to attend. Jouett Shouse, Chairman of the 
Democratic National Campaign Committee, will 
present the trophies to the winners of the Or- 
phanage Stakes. The trophies are silver plates, 
both alike.

Cary T. Grayson and Messrs. W. S. Vosburgh, 
Charles F. Price and John T. Ireland, honorary 
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stewards; T. C. Bradley, S. C. Nuckols and J. J.

The pari-mutuel offices are in charge of Ernie 
White, for many years affiliated with the work 
at other tracks. The spirit of cooperation dis- 
played by these officials, the pari-mutuel workers 
and by horsemen and riders is fine. 


This is, indeed a happy day for Colonel Bradley. 
He has gained restoration to health through 
close attention to the rules of his physicians, who 
have now told him that he may go about as for- 
merly, even to riding horseback, but that is not 
likely, he thinks. Many hundreds of persons 
from all parts of the country are appearing for 
the party and the sales, but no attempt will here 
be made to name those who have come from afar 
to join Kentuckians in honoring the master of 
Idle Hour Farm with their presence and partici- 
pation in this most worthy cause he is espousing 
and sponsoring. 


THE END OF THE SEASON. 


The six races which constituted the program of 
the charity meeting at the Idle Hour Farm, No- 
vember 17, marked the close of the racing sea- 
son in Kentucky. The Latonia meeting, which 
was profitless and consequently joyless to its 
promoters, ended Saturday with the running of 
the Queen City Handicap as the feature. Don 
Leon was the winner. Horsemen who intend to 
race this winter have already begun the south- 
ward trek, and others will proceed in the same 
direction after the Idle Hour meeting. Special 
trains for New Orleans and Cuba will get away 
from Latonia Tuesday. The Florida-bound horses 
will leave on a more leisurely schedule, since the 
Hialeah Park meeting does not open until Janu- 
ary 15, and there is not a particularly large group 
going to St. John’s Park. 


CHELYS DIES ON WAY HOME. 


Arthur B. Hancock lost an excellent broodmare 
prospect last week when Chelys died. The filly 
was being vanned by Trainer Jack Baker from 
Latonia to Lexington when she was suddenly 
taken quite ill. She was unloaded at Williams- 
town and died within 30 minutes. She was by 
Campfire—Chewink, by Celt. 


DON LEON QUEEN CITY WINNER. 


R. W. Collins’ Don Leon (119) distinguished 
himself as best of the western 2-year-olds by tak- 
ing first place in the Queen City Handicap ($10,- 
000 added, 2-year-olds, one mile, Latonia, Novem- 
ber 15). The Audley Farm’s Knight’s Call (111), 
a late comer to the ranks of contenders for the 
leading stakes, finished second, beaten a length 
and a half. The Keeneland Stud’s In Haste (102) 
was third, half a length back of Knight’s Call.

There on Sunday, November 9, 
they were sent in pairs for trials of one-quarter 
mile, with Messrs. Clyde Phillips, James Foley 
and Mike Hackett, all well-known horsemen, to 
time them. The chestnut filly by Runantell— 
*Gloire De Verdun, the bay filly by Mainmast— 
Carrie Baker, the first team, and the chestnut 
filly by Baby Grand—Three Square, and the bay 
or brown filly by *War Star—Dexwood, the sec- 
ond team, worked in :24 3-5, while the other two, 
brown gelding by Baby Grand—Ada Doe, and bay 
filly by Baby Grand—Rosemeade, did the quarter 
in :25 2-5.
